STATEMENT FOR 
PROSECUTION

As the Commodore 
did not appear to be very impressed, the 
Major, it was alleged, pointed the pistol at 
him, but when told to pnt it away he did so. 
It was not suggested that there was any 
violence, and eventually he went away 
quietly. 

Referring to a“ monocle with a powerful 
lens, which it had been suggested the Major 
wore regularly, Col. J. Mackenzie, President 
of the War Office Medical Board, was asked 
whether that was inconsistent with sight of 
six over nine standard. 

Col. Mackenzie—I know many officers who 
wear monocles they do not require, and take 
them off when they want to see. (Laughter) 

Air Commodore Boyle said that at the in- 
terview the Major was very excited. He 
thought that he alone could prevent the sur- 
render of the French Navy and Air Force.

It was a terrible disappointment 
and he came to the conclusion that the Army 
had no further use for him on account of 
his eyesight. Knowing that a commission 
would be given him in the French Army, he 
decided to let the British authorities know 
for the first time what his eyesight really 
was. He accordingly applied for a Medical 
Board. The authorities did not know who 
applied for the second test, but it was so 
perfunctory that he was taken into the room 
while the card was hanging up and with his 
eyagiass still in position. As a result he had 
an opportunity to read the letters, and, with 
a great deal of strain and with the aid of his 
memory, he just managed to get through. 

As to the pistol incident, Mr. Casswell 
said: '' Never voluntarily, and never to his 
knowledge, did he bain a pistol at Air. 
Commodore Boyle. At one point the pistol 
was lying on the desk and the Air-Com- 
modore could have put it in a drawer if he 
had wanted to.’ 

Sir Richard Cruise, eye specialist, told of 
an examination of the Major's sight, and 
said: I whould say that he suffers from 
an anxiety complex over his right eye and he 
has had recurring nightmares that something 
might happen to this his remaining eye.

The raider appeared to come in from the 
sea and flew at a high altitude, circled 
around, dived and dropped two bombs, which 
struck the premises of the Shelbourne Co. 
operative Agricultural Society, Limited, 
destroying the grain store and. the staff 
restaurant, 

The raider then madd off, returned and 
dropped the third bomb, which struck the 
railway siding, making a large opening in the 
ground and Ne the tracks.

and | LOOK OUT FOR MAGNETIC+ 
MINES 


The dange — * the public from magnetic 
mines was on the shores of this 
country was * asised by Commandant E. 
Rooney in an interview yesterda 

A number of these mines have há washed 
ashore recently, and in one case a party of 
local people detached the parachute from it 
at great danger to themselves. 

The magnetic mine, he pointed out, is the 
most sensitive t of mine manufactured. 
Any metallic substance coming within the 
magnetic range of the mine may explode it, 
thus people approaching a mine with even 
small metallic articles upon their person 
e e themselves to grave risk. 

e magnetic mine, he continued, can be 
| distinguished from the ordinary contact type 
by its streamlined cigar-like appearance. 
They are eight to ten feet in length and are 
about two feet thick. They contain no horns, 
but have, an aperture at the end for a 

detonator. A parachute of a silky cloth, 
with silken threads attaching it to the mine, 
may be found with the mine.

IRE in Dublin threatened property 
F valued at EI, 158,735 and caused damage 

estimated at £25,260 sarees the year 
ended March 31, 1940, accordi the 
annual report of Major J. J. * 
Chief Superintendent. of the Dublin Fire 
Department. 

e number of fire calls and other calle 
received by the Fire Brigade during the year 
was higher than in any other year, but no 
lives were lost at fires during the year, 
while only a small number of minor injuries 
were sustained by members of the brigade in 
fighting fires. 

The total number of calls answered during 
the year in the city was 582, the brigade’s 
busiest month being January last, when 88 
fire calls were answered. The total number 
of serious fires (in which damage 
amounted to more than £1,000) in the year 
was seven, two of which occu in 
December. , There were 83 malicious false 
alarms answered, and 42 false alarms were 
sent in with good intent. 


DEFECTIVE FLUES 


Among the causes of fires the greatest 
was defective or unclean flues, which caused 
114 fires, and only one fire was known — 
be due to incendiarism. The Chief Su 
intendent adds that the high rate of 
due to defective flues is explained by the 
number of old buildings in the city. 

The principal fires attended during - the 
year were those at Messrs. Hill's woollen 
mills, Lucan, where the damage amounted 


to £25,000; Messrs. P. Baker’s factory, 
Inchicore (damage £14,000), and St. 

Patrick's College, Maynooth (damage 
£20,000) . 


The report sets ont details of the equip- 
ment in the Fire Department, and states 
that the cost of r nning the department in 
the year amounted to £45,000, including the 
ambulance service. 

Commenting on the city water supply, the 
report states that, owing to the curtai ments 
which have become necessary in the water 
supply of the city, a serious shortage of 
water will occur in case of a large fire. 

In reference to the withdrawal of the 
firemen’s labour during the year, the Chief 
Superintendent says that, in his opinion, it 
was not desired by the men. 

The permanent staff of the Fire Brigade 
is three principal officers, fifteen other officers 
and ninety-four men, 


AUXILIARY SERVICE 


In a brief summary of the activities of 
the Auxiliary Fire Service, the report states 
that 400 recruits were accepted out of 600 
applications, 292 completed twenty hours’ 
training by ‘the end of March, 1940, and fifty 
qualified as auxiliary firemen. Sites for 
auxiliary fire stations in the city have been 
selected, and an emergency mobilisation 
scheme is being prepared. 

A re-organisation scheme for the fire depart- 
ment, to cost about £40,000, has — 
approved by the City Manager, ‘and — 
tion has been made to the Local Government 
Department for permission to raise the 
necessary loan.
